continued and steadily increasing ex- 
actions of the anthracite .monopoly, 
whose representatives had .definitely 
declined to recommend • that the in- 
dustry shall clean its own houee," 
Governor Pinchot added: 
"The reason for .ao deep a, public 


feeling is that the people know the 
anthracite business • is a monopo.ly-— 
greedy .relentless and- defiant—whose 
purpose is to get out of the people the 
last cent the traffic will bear." 
: 


The governor declared settlement 


of the coal strike involved an average 
increase in labor costs of sixty cents 
a ton but .that operators had added 
more than that. He cited high divi- 
dends paid by coal companies in re- 
cent years. , 
•

The governor answered the cratic- 


isements of the governors of several 
other states that this state first should 
take certain steps *-ith respect to the 
anthracite. industry, such as o repeal 
the law.requiring certification of the 
miners and state tax on ' hard coal. 
He declared 
Pennsylvania 
already 


had vigorously attacked the problem 
of rock and dirt in coal and that the 
effect had been strongly felt. No ac- 
tion, he said, was. possible to affect 
royalties which were matters of pri- 
vate contract and 
most 
of which 


would continue in effect untid Decem- 
ber 30. 1928. The certification law, 
the governor termed "a just and pro- 
per law" which should not be repeal-, 
ed as it would open the mines to un- 
skilled mining and would result either, 
in stopping or reducing production, 
permanent injury to the productive 
capacity of the mines or a vast in- 
crease in accidents. 
The anthracite 
tax, he said, am- 


ounted to one and one-half per cent. 
of the cost of coal at the mine or be- 
tween 11 and 12 cents a-ton on do- 
mestic sizes, and actual prices at the 
mine before and after the tax went 
into effect did not indicate the tax 
had been passed on to the consumer. 
He declared 
he 
w.as emphatically 
against its repeal. 
He said that nine tenths of the 
hard coal produced In this state was 
consumed elsewhere and that as .it 
was an interstate commodity the ac- 
tion of no one state could meet the 
situation. 
"To paraphrase the language of the 
supreme court in the Kansas indus- 
trial court decision," he said, " the 
anthracite industry supplies an indis- 
pensable service' and in" the absence 
of regulation the people -,are subject- 
ed by it to exorbitant and arbitrary 
control. That being so, it is effected 
witli public interest and maybe re- 
gulated. In that case Congress may 
authorize whatever bodyit may-select 
to fix prices of anthracite coal in- in- 


terstate commerce, establish uniform 
»yatem» of accounts, 
examine books 


and records and make its findings 
known. 
"The best legal opinion does not es- 


tablish beyond controversy the right 
of the United States to fix prices, es- 
tablish uniform 
account*, 
examine 


books or require reports in the an- 
thracite industry. 
.But there is no 


doubt, whatever, that each state thru 
lt» police power can do all of these 
things if it choose*. Whether the com- 
ing Congress can or cannot, does or 
does not give the consumer clean an- 
thracite at reasonable • prices, there 
is another necessary remedy. I refer 
to the treaty or compact between the 
states authorized by the federal leg- 
islation. 


"If the anthracite usins: states will, 


under 
this 
conBtltlonal 
provision, 
agree among- themselves upon the 
form of regulations which will best 
work to the advantage of their peo- 
ple, a compact to establish a joint 
commission to enforce it will bo both 
lawful and effective when approved 
by the Congress of the United States. 
Such a commission, pooling the police 
powers of the states, concerned, could 
in co-operation with federal authori- 
ties over interstate commerce, com- 
pletely regulate the whole industry 
from the mines to the consumers bin. 
We have here a powerful weapon al- 
together capable of securing justice 
for the consumer in all the anthra- 
cite using states."

Tunnels through which wind will die 
nto a gentle zephyr or roar into a 
'double-arrcled cyclone" with a ve- 
oclty of 500 mlle.fi an hour, arc part 
of the laboratory equipment for thfi 
University of. Michigan's courses in 
aeronautics engineering. The tunnels, 
according to Prof. Felix W. Pawlows- 
d, in charge of the 
aeronautics 


course, are the most efficient^yet pro- 
vided for testing wind currents and 
other atmospheric conditions met in 
lying. 
The tunnels fo rthe gentle breezes 


and for higher velocity up; to 150 
miles an hour are completed and in 
operation. 
The "double-barreled cy- 


clone" equipment has not been In- 
stalled. The 
"wind tunnels," 
Prof. 
Pawlowskl believes, are most valua- 
ble In1 the Instruction of aeronautical 
nrincipleSj but their construction was 
not easy. 
Because of -the force of a loO-mile 


wind, it was necessary to install a 
series of doors giving access to the 
tunnels chamber. 
In each door, 70 


feet high by 2 feet wide, is a small 
valve. To enter, the valve of the out- 


Kldo door 1* opened, and the person 
enters. The door is then closed and 
the second door is opened when the 
ulr in the two rooms is stable. This 
operation is continued- through three 
chambers. 


The tunnels are so arranged that 


most of the experiments are prepared 
outside and wheeled into the labora- 
tory winds', which are "manufactur- 
ed" by, airplane propeller* attached ' 
to motors of varying power. 


Michigan was one of the first uni- 


versities In America to offer a course 
in aeronautics engineering1, the, first 
classes being called in February, 1915. 
Four men attempted to graduate in 
1915, 
when the need for men with 


aeronautical training was keenly felt, 
but only two degree* .Wjjre iasued. 
Only one other school, the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, offers a 
degree at the end of its aeronautic* 
course, according to Prof. Pawlawski.

ABUSE OF JUDICIAL POWER 


The people of the United States arc 


awakening to the menace to Ameri- 
can liberty and ideals ^hich lies in 
the po^er assumed by some judges 
in disposing of their critics by im- 
prisoning them for contempt of court, gaged 
Once recog-nized the menace -will be 
obliterated by public opinion. 


To be sure, the instances are few 


where judges in this country have 
peremptorily sent men and women 
to jail because they criticised the man 
who later sentenced them. 
In tliis 


the public finds the hope that ttyj 
practice -will not become general but 
not the hope that it will .entirely 
vanish. 


In a country dedicated to freedom, 


where a mar. is innocent until found 
guilty and where the right of trial by 
jury is guaranteed to all it is diffi- 
cult to believe and more difficult to 
comprehend that there have been 
judges who have placed behind the 
bars the people who placed them in 
office but later criticised their choice. 
Did not subsequent events vindicate 
the criticism? 


Democracy and liberty are dead 


•w-nen the people may not criticise 
their public servants with Impunity, 
•where one man because of his Judi- 
cial robes may be prosecutor. Jury 
and judge and incarcerate his public 
critics or even his political enemies 
lor their criticisms of him. The laws 
of the nation have long held that 


vention of crime; one children e pro- 
tective society: one visiting nurse as- 
sociation: one organization to pro- 
vide safeguards for strangers and to 
provide homes for children. 
Other 


organizations are seeking to improve 
standards of living: to keep children 
in school and to provide free milk 
for them; for neighborhood improve-
